Some small portion of the loss will be made good 
by Insurance Companies, but the most distressing feature of the calamity is, that nnip. 
sured property has been consumed to the value, according to rough estimate, of £300,009. 
and this loss falls especially on the very poorest portion of the Jewish and Greek com. 
munities, who in consequence of this disaster, are reduced to the condition of entire 
destitution and indescribable misery.

The King of Roumania is shortly expected to visit this country 
in order to join his amiable consort in Wales. . The Conjoint Foreign 
(‘onmmittee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish As~0- 
ciation will, we have no donbt, avail themselves of the occasion of th 
visit to approach his Majesty on behalf of his unfortunate Jewish subjects. 
We trust that no mispiaced sense of delicacy as to intruding upon the privier 
of the augnst visitor will prevail with the Conjoint Committee, for so golden a 
opportanity is not likely torecur. Koumania having tricked the Powers int 
acknowledging its independence before it had carried out the conditions unter 
which that independence was conceded, viz., the complete emancipation of all 


Jews, the British Foreign Oflice, single-handed, cannot effectually interlere 


to protest against this breach of faith. No such obstacle, however, stands ia 
the way of a private body such as the Conjoint Committee. In th 
presence of great evils one is apt to overlook those of a lesser character. The 
troubles of the Jews in Russia completely overshadow those of their brethren 
in Reumania, whose numbers are not one-tenth of those under the sway of tee 
Colossus of the North. But as the letters of our correspondent in Bucharest 
show, the persecution which his Jewish fellow-countrymen undergo is scarcely less 
bitter than that which has recently roused the indignation of the civil sed 
world, Indeed many Russian Jews have often declared that they prefer the 
tyrannical and autocratic rule of the Czar, with all its uncertainties, to the %- 
called constitutional régime by which Roumania is governed. The view 
of King Charles himself are believed to be favourable to the Jews, and the 
husband of so sympathetic a woman as * Carmen Sylva” could not be dead 
to feelings of honour and justice. But the influence of a Constitutions 
Monarch requires such a starting-point as the application from British Jews 
might supply to the enlightened King who presides over the interests “ 
Roumania with an impartiality and foresight which party-leaders, dependent 
on the voting-lists from which Jews are excluded, fail to attain.

The Syntax has been entirely re- 
written, and English students will be more than gratefal for an accurate 
translation of this admirable book. The existing translations are in every 
say unsatisfactory. They were made from comparatively early editions of the 
(irammar, and some are filled by the English or American editions with 
«improvements ” marked chiefly by antiquated philology and impossible iden- 
tifeations of Semitic and Aryan notes. Kantzch, we need hardly say, is 
guilty of no such follies, True, in Kautzsch’s Hebrew Grammar the student 
aiready possesses a useful and trustworthy guide. Yet, if for nothing else, 
the utility of the book is lessened by the cumbersome arrangement, the excep- 
tions being placed in a volume by themselves. This, though useful for the 
leginner, is annoying to the advanced student. There can indeed be no 
loubt whatever that the newly issued Kautzsch’s Gesenius is the best Hebrew 
jrammar for students ever yet published.

Like the “ Episode in the Life of Ferdinand Lassalle,” which we lately 
soted from the Universal Reriew, an article in this month's Maemil/an, on the 
ast days of Heine (translated from the German of the well-known writer, Dr. G, 
Karpeles), throws light onthe attitude of an eminent writertowards his ancestral 
rigion.

THE GREAT FIRE AT SALONICA. 


Un Wednesday a meeting of the Mansion House Committee for the relief of 
the sufferers by the fire at Salonica was held under the presidency of the Lord 
Mayor. There Were present, the Turkish Ambassador, the Greek Minister, Dr. 
Edwin I reshfield, Messrs, Emile Allatini, M. Dupare, A. A. Tonides, Stephen 
Ralli, E. Schiff, and A. Serena. The fund was reported to amount to £2 466, of 
Which £750 had already been remitted by Mr. Allatini to his firm in Salonica. It 
was resolved to senda further sum of £1,500 through Messrs. Allatini Br thers, 
to the Tnternational Rehef Committee in Salonica, of which the Governor General 
Is Chairm in, the Sultan, who has sent to that Committee a donation of CTS, being 
its Honorary President. The Jewish members on the Salonica Committee inchide the 
Chief Rabbi, and members of the local Committee of the Alliance Israclite U niver- 
selle, and of the house of Allatini, who, as Mr. Ralli stated to the Mansion House 
mecting, enjoy the highest of reputation in that city among all nationalities and 
denominations, It was mentioned by Mr. Serena that in addition to their first 
donation of £200, Messrs. Allatini Brothers had contributed a further 
donation of £600, The Committee were also informed that Messrs. N. M. Roth- 
schild and Sons had supplemented the original donation of £100 given by Lord 
Rothschild to Mr. Emile Allatini by a contribution of £200 sent direct to Salonica 
In response to an appeal from the Relief Committee, that a similar sum had been 
forwarded by Baron Albert de Rothschildin Vienna, and £400 by MM. de Roths 
child, in. Paris:

wind, blowing with great violence, caused the fire to spread in a few 


moments, and before help could arrive it had already assumed gigantic proportions, 
A considerable nuniber-of houses, built of wood and stone, immediately became a 
prey to the flames, and the tire brigade, rushing in all haste, found itself in face 
ofan intense conflagration, which had attacked several -plates with startling rapi- 


dity. The struggle between man and the dominant element, which devastated 
everything in its way, was desperate and heroic ; but alas! the flames became 
mightier and michtier, reducing to nanght all human force. The. fire engines 


were soon no longer able to be of use, several of the tiremen were injured, and 
the fire fiend became se overpowering in its night that at length there was a 
veneral saure que peut, Women, children. acreal people, all flea terror stricken 
before the ever advancing and menacing sea of tire. The firemen being nearly all 
of them volunteers, several had to leave their work in order to save their wives 
and little ones. 

In a few hours the flames had tlready reduced to ashes lundreds of houses 
and the tire, like an insatiable monster, continued on its devastating march. The 
Mosque of St. Sophia, formerly the celebrated Church of the Byzantines, situated 
ina vast enclosure, seemed to afforda refuge for the fugitives, who transported 
thither everything they could rescue from the flames ; but the enemy pursued 
them there, and destroyed their place of refuge. Thence the lire spread to the 
nele bourhood of the ypuays, ecting with no obstacle in its 

The arcliepiscopal palace and cathedral, thie British and (greek (‘onsulates, 
the Greek Hospital, a Greek School, seven large and eight small synagogues, and 
hundreds of houses are all in ashes. The streets leading towards the sea, encum- 
bered with persons fleeing from the flames, women dragging along their infants, 
and carts carrying away furniture and other effects, offered.a spectacle of fnghtful 
desolation ; and what was worse, sparks fell like a shower of fire and ignited 
many of the goods in the carts as well as causing injury to the crowd fleeing to 
the sea as a last refuge. At this moment the flames attacked the houses situated 
on the quays at the lower end of the town, The immense volume of fire retlected 
on the sea, and the thousands of burning articles tloating on the waters. formed a 
picture grand in its stern reality. The sea itself seemed all in aglow. 

It was not until noon, after raging for twelve consecutive hours, that the 
conflagration, for want of food, was checked. In fact, after having ravaged every 
district of the city, the north wind allalong driving the flames seaward, the fire 
only came to an end on reaching the. edge of the water. Two thousand houses 
have been destroyed and the damages amount to between eleven and twelve million 
francs, scarcely a third of which is covered by insurance, The number of victims 
is as yet unknown, but it is certain that several aged and infirm persons and children 
perished in the flames. 

The greater aumber of the burnt-out houses sheltered thousands of persons 
who just managed to escape with their lives, and who are now plunged in the 
createst misery. The entire city is desolate, aud itis a harrowing sight to witness 
enormous roultitudes of men, women, and children wandering about the streets, half 
clothed, without shelter, searching for a son, a brother, or a parent, W ho, perhaps, 
may have disappeared for ever ; women, broken down by fatigue, giving birth to 
children who have no other cradle but ashes ; the sick and the old people rescued 
from the flames, only to die on the pavement. The clistress is indescribable. 

The local authorities, civil and military, were prompt in offering relief as far 
as lay in their power, providing tents for sheltering as many as possible of the 
homeless and distributing bread among the poor almost starving creatures. Tem- 
porary accommodation was also found in places of worship, public baths, and other 
buildings. In the Talmud Torah Schooi at least a thousand people were huddled 
together—but thousands of people are still camping out in huts and in the open 
streets. Public charity has generously come to the assistance of the destitute, and 
subscription lists have been opened for the collection of offerings from all who 
desire to soften in some degree the prevailing misery. But in spite of renerous 
gifts and the unceasing and almost unparalleled exertions of the notabilities of the 
town, Jews, Christians and Mahomedans, it is impossible to succour effectually so 
many thousands of persons and frequently alas! wehear that some poor creature or 
the other. for want of immediatecare, has succumbed to fatigue or injuries. There 
are nearly 15,000 persons deprived of shelter, clothing and food, and in the name 
of these unfortunate fellow beings, 4 warm appeal is made to the charity of « 
whose hearts must bleed on reading this terrible tale of misery.

Unfortunately those Jews who are 
capable of influencing the poor and uncultured ones live at a distance from them, 
the poor receiving visits from the clergy at intervals, and then only for an hour 
or two, the same visitation refers to these benevolent members of our congre 
gation Who visit the East End giving alms. Now, with all the relief from the 
Jewish Board of Guardians and the alus-giving, when the clergy and charitably- 
disposed ladies and gentlemen visit the poor, is sufficient good done? To my 
mind, No! Our Jewish poor can only be elevated and taught the spirit instead 
of the letter of their religion, by the constant presence and residence among them 
of retined and educated men and women, 

I sincerely trust that the day is net far distant when we shall find Svna- 
yorue Houses in the Kast fine occupied by Resident Jew ish Workers, who are 
moved by the Spiritof Judaism, teaching our poor Jewish brethren more than 
the letter of our religion, and, at the same time, instilling into them the laws of 
hygiene, so that the Jew ceases to be a byword among the nations.

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT, 


The claim of particular religious systems to the character of idealism may be 
determined partly by their doctrines and partly by their institutions, It is said 
that a system which is based mainly on dogma is of a higher order than one which 
is composed chietly of institutions. There is, however, what we may call the 
highest system, that is one which possesses the characteristic of maintaining the 
indivisibility of doctrine and institution. We will not say that the doctrine is in 
every case inseparable from its ritual expression, but of Judaism we may assert 
that there is not a vital institution which can safely be divorced from the abstract 
teaching which it represents. Passover is the Feast of Liberty, Pentecost is 
associated with the ideas of Law and order, Tabernacles is the celebration of 


the Harvest season consecrating the fruits of the earth and connecting 
them with a high spirituality. The powerful ethical character of the 


weekly Sabbath is obvious to any reflecting mind. The Day of Atonement with 
its special sulemnities endeared to every Israelite by countless ties of history, 
family, and ardent religious impulse stands out as the most emphatic declaration 
of two great facts—namely, the unity of Israel and the spirituality of Israel's 
mission. Both these distinctly belong to the sphere of Idealism, and they are each 
inseparable from the observance. We know that it is possible even for the Day 
of Atonement to be degraded into a gross superstition, bereft of its spiritual 
So. too. can the most sacred tie of domestic life be demoralised into a 
mere commercial contract, and the marriage vow signify no element of romance 
and no spark of high sanctity. But in all institutions and in all teachings human 
reason takes account of the design and the actual influence which is intended, 
regarding the abuse of the idea or of the observance as something among the 
casualities of life, and so logically irrelevant.

Next Tuesday evening and Wednesday the whole House of Israel will assemble, 
nas it were. inone place, andin one language, and with one heart. asone man, to present 
a demonstration of loyal devotion to the highest principles it is possible to conceive, 
The unity, and that means the unsectarianism: of the “ Holy Congregation,” 
will be promuicated in almost every utterance of the worshippers, and more espe- 
cially by the genius of the Institution. At this time, when more than half our 
race are the victims of terrorism and anxious suffering, patiently endured for the 
sake of the unity and the incorporeality of the Divine Being, to whom they will 
meet to render homage, there is something sublimely pathetic in the thought of 
Israel's unity. It is a holy convocation to which the persecuted and the emancipated 
are alike invited, Amid the many emotions of that day there might well arise 
the thought of the potent force of influence one upon another. We in the free 
West cannot and ought not to exclude from our retlections the sorrows of those 
millions of our number who are really bearing the brunt of the hattle and silently 
hghting for our sacred cause as our fathers fought in other countries and in differ- 
ent ge nerations, The V, the Jews of Russi i. Poland and Roum inla, may think of 
us, too, as the one human viarantee, so Lo speak, of the possibility of a brighter 
lot in this world, We ought to give them hope in more ways than one, and they 
can give us faith. 


When we come to consider the second part of the truths which the Day of Atone- ° 


ment loudly proclaims, we catch a glimpse through the aces into the very eradle of 
Israel's infancy and of Israel's faith, and are met by the solemn mandate, “ Ye 
shall be holy for I the Lord, your God, am holy,” and “* On this day he shall make 
an Atonement for you to purify you from all vour sins, ye shall be clean before 
the Lord.” -Such is the Levitical ordinance of the Kippur Day. What truer 
idealism was ever known to any people of antiquity or to any contemporary com- 
munity 2? ‘To be * clean before the Lord” is a spiritual and an ethical conception 
of unsurpassed grandeur. — In the presence of such an aim every phrase denoting 
the good opinion of others, popularity, fame, and common standards of integrity 
known to civil statute-books and to social economies wither in poverty and insig- 
nificance. The claims of soci ty are more easily met, and society itself is often- 
Lillies satished with the here cloak of sanctity and the semblance of 
duct. The institution of the Day of Atonement and its uncompromising demand 
upon the “ frail and humble worshipper,” does not rest content with anything 
short of inward purity. The diminution of vicious desires, the purilication of the 
very springs of human conduct; in other words the removal of that gulf 
which SU constantly separates and his Maker in consequence of the 
rushing tide of human passion, the drenching tloods of selfishness, pride, envy and 
uncharitableness. 


Perhaps there is no more exalted ideal connected with the Day of Atonement 
than the condition in which it plunges weak faltering human nature, a condition 
which isolates each soul, which places if ulone with its Grod. The absence of 
sacerdotalism, and the binding ne essity of making one’s confession to the Supreme 
Being alone, places the penitent in a situation at once of tremendous oblieation 
and of unspeakable ery. No tribunal could demand more than must be ex- 
pected at such a throne, but itis the Throne of Grace as much as the Throne of 
Justice. The very call to repentance which we believe to be divinely instituted 
is an act of mercy, of untold love. For men and women, in their native dignity 
dd being’s created In the image of trod, are not left to themselves to be tossed 
to and fro by the varying temptation, impulse and the lusts 
of the world. This annual halt in the human career is capable of rescuing, and of 
reinstating.

Again, Progress is one of the ideals which is peculiarly characteristic of the 
Jewish view of human destiny. And spiritual progress can be immeasurably advanced 
by the annual recurrence of Kippur. Human nature is too weak in the aggregate 
to encourage the belief that large multitudes of people will attain to the perfect 
kleal of the 1%h chapter of Leviticus in ioral likeness to God, but it does hot 
follow that great strides. in moral excellence nay not be immensely strengthened 
by periodical introspection, provided that such introspection be conducted on the 
lines suggested by the Day of Atonement. Moralists of every system will 
concur that the deterrent of all others which most retards the hieher development 
of human character is the unconsciousness or the callous neglect of 
Sin, like virtue, is liable to become habitual.

It is | 
certain to my mind that those people at Bell Lane could be 
accustomed toa better form of worship, and l ‘see no necessity for aiding th 
in the conviction that their own methods are perfect. They are terribly imperfe: 
They seem to carry one back into bygone ages and into conditions of civiliz 
Which belong to the past... I should be sorry to think that when the posterity 
that congregation has been educated within these walls for two generations, 
inhaling all the time the spirit of English freedom, they should be still satisty 
with the present system of worship. Nor do I suppose that they will. 

The pathetic mterest of what I suw and heard consisted in the fact that te 
assemblage was as yet unemancipated from the bondage of eruel persecution 
with all its consequences, [saw in them the pitiful expression of the trou! 
and the depression of which the mass of our race are still the victims through 
Russia and Poland. I was powerfully impressed with the feeling that it woul! 
be nothing less than W ickedness if the mugration of these men to this eountrs 
were to lead to nothing more than the crystalizing of the modes of thought aud 
habits of life which they have brought with them. If for instance tley wer 
encouraged in the belief that an English Chief Rabbi is not different from 
Polish Ray, those who encouraged it would be partics to an act of retrogression 
and stagnation unparalleled in history. Every Russian or Polish born Israelite 
who has found his way to England and desires toremain must be persuaded 
it 18 his duty to become part of us, not to be a dead weight round our necks.

The sad news which has reached us from abroad concerning the projected 
peasures against the Jews in Russia has encouraged our own anti-Semites, 
gJready too numerous, to incite through the press, both fovernment and people 


iD this capital and the provinces has no parallel in the annals of Roumania. The 
Romanulu and the Telegraful Roman stand out above all by their odious caluinnies 
upd their exorbitant pretentions. The Romaaulu, which has an existence of 
‘hirty-four years behind its back, and which passes as the most serious and most 
moderate of Roumantan journals, does not secruple to affirm that the Alliance 
leraelite Universelle supplies Jewish merchants with millions of francs, free of 
‘terest ; that Jewish bankers abroad lend money tu Roumanian Jews at nominal 
‘aterest that foreign manufacturers sel] their merchandise per cent, cheaper to 
lows than to Obristians, and that all this is intended to bring about the ruin of 
Christian Roumanian traders. This insane utterance, and a thousand others of 
rhe same kind, ridiculous as they are lo colon sense people, create many enemies 
for us among the credulous public, for calumny injures no matter how innocent 
+ may be. The Romanulu concludes by recommending the Government to 
opt the same wise measures as are contemplated by Russia if it wishes to save 
the fatherland from the pestilentia! Jewish Nlood suckers and malefactors. The 
Telegraful Roman, after hurling the vilest { alumnies at the face of the Jews all 
wer the world, and offering them the grossest insults, says: “ The Roumanian 
seople has the right to demand of the Government that it should no longer permit 
the Jews to reside in Roumania except ander the following conditions. They 
wast produce certificates to show when and where they were born, the trade they 
‘low and the capital they have brought with them, their past conduct and the 
vans by which they gained their livelihood in the countries whence they have 
igrated. As for the Jews already established in the country, the Roumanian 
people bus the right to exact that the Government shall proceed to a serupulous 
qquiry, and shall expel over the frontier all Jews who cannot prove that they 
were born in the country and exercise an industrial or agricultural calling.” 
The worst of it all is that these malevolent views are shared. by the majority 
f Roumanian politicians. Indeed, we hear these men exclaim at every oppor- 
vy that Roumama harbours too many Jews, and that it should cet rid withont 
lay of all but manufacturers, who are the only Jews that are of any nse to the 
antry. The moral] of this Aetzerei is that we shall in future teach more of our 
bildren productive trades, instead of devoting ourselves to commerce which we 
all do, not voluntarily but through foree majeure. say for ibly 
the Government guilty of the crying injustice of closing 
3 the Technical Schools throughout the land, although these schools 
maintained by State funds to which we Jews, as taxpayers, largely 
tribute.

Little Sweden incontestably belongs to the number of countries where Jews 
‘ajov full emancipation. In a population numbering four-and-a-half million 
inhabitants. there are little over four thousand Jews. the inajority of whom in 
habit Stockholm and Gothenburg. They all emigrated from Poland at the end of 
he last century, and, as elsewhere, were till recently subjected to exceptional 
‘gislation, although their position was yet by far better than that of their 
‘O-religionists in the East. In 1870, soon after the Parliamentary Reform, they 
received in Sweden full civil and political rights. At present all political careers 
“'e open to them : the Chief Commissioner of Police at Stockholm, Mr. Rubenson, 
‘nd the member of Parliament, Mr. Frenkel, an engineer, are both Jews. About 
‘orty dews study at the Upsal University, not a few of themat the Lund Unive: 
‘ity, and at*the medical school at Stockholim, nobody heing troubled hy the fact 
that the percentage of Jewish students by far exceeds that of the Jews in 
Popertion to the non-Jewish population. During their comparatively short stay 
in Sweden, the Jews have thoroughly assimilated themselves with the native popu- 
‘ation ; Swedish has become their mother-tongue, in the pronounciation of which 
» 2, 4fe not to be distinguished from the native Swedes. The large majority o! 
me Jews there know no other language. Inthe last ten or fifteen years more 
‘“ush Jews have settled in Sweden who speak their German jargon, but 
their children who are educated at the public schools (education in Sweden is

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“ARGUING THE COMMUNAL CRISIS BY SCIENTIFIC AND 
CABBALISTIC ASTRONOMY.” 


_ The mysticism of those versed in Cabbalistic lore is so profound as to be 
quite beyond the comprehension of ordinary folks. Exatwples in English are rere. 
We, therefore, publish, as sent, the following communication in the hope that 
some of our readers may be interested in attempting to unravel its inysteries :— 

Mr. N. L. D. Zimmer contributed a series of lengthy articles to the 
Hebrew periodical, //ahasIrth of Jerusalem, from 21st Sivan till 
columns weekly, arguing the Communal Crisis by scientific and cabhbalistical 
astronomy. Mr, Zimmer cogitates Mr. Louis Davidson’s scheme, that it will lead to 
a theistic service, for a commmunity of Deista. He also cites tne verse of the Pen- 
tateuch, wherein Mr. Davidson is mentioned. Mr. Zimmer eulogises Lord Rothschild, 
Sir John Simon, Messrs. F, D, Mocatta and Mr. Oswald J. Simon , but proves as the 
place of worsbip of Berkeley Street disavows some of the fundamental dogmas of 
Judaism, we dare not be united with it in a synagogal union, although it is permis- 
‘sible to act conjointly with its members in a philanthropic scheme. Mr. Zimmer 
defines how fallacious it is to assume that the second day of the festivals isa rab- 
binical institution, established in consequence of doubt. Mr, Zimmer cites every 
passage of the colossal Talmud, referable to the second days of the festivals, and 
then demonstrates by numerous citations of the very highest authorities in Israel, 
that the second «day of the festival of the Diaspora is a divine behest commanded by 
the Eternal to Moses on Mount Sinai, to be observed from the entry into Palestine, 
2458 A.M., from North to South Pole, except Palestine, unto all eternity, even 
after the advent of our Anointed; but x0 as a doubt. Whereas the second day 
of Rosh Hashana was introduced by the first Prophet, according to Talmud Jeru- 
shalmi Eirubin, ch. 3, H.%, to be observed from North to South Pole, inclusive of 
Palestine, except at the spot where the: eye-witnesses were examined, who saw the 
moon, and ata circumference of 2.000 yards thereof. Mr. Zimmer proves that the 
Prophets observed the second days of the festivals. Mr. Zimmer explains histori- 
cally the pesece T. B. Beitzah p. 4b 77°), that the Government may prohibit the 
study of the Torah, so that you may be unable to observe the correct day of Yomtov, 
thus: //r«//y, thatit is fallacious to assame because the Government of Rome inter- 
dicted the ordination of Semichah, the NA'YA WO was introduced, since at that 
time, the Government of Rome did vt rule over Palestine. Nvcen//y. By calenlation 
of the exact time of the compilation of the Almanac and Talmud, Mr. Zimmer 
proves that the message of T. B. Beitzah p. 4b, 7" Guard the Minbag of 
your ancestors, was dispatched after the introiuction of the Almanac.

Why at the mouled ‘ASN, true moaléd, the 
moon's enlightened hemisphere is turned from us, and her dise invisible, Then 
when the moon is on the opposite side of the earth, with respect to the sun, why 
sbe presents, the whole of herenlightened hemisphere to the earth. Further, as the 
moon proceeds in her orbit, why she becomes giboous again, in an inverted position. 
Mr. Zimmer proves his theory by the annular solar eclipse of Tuesday 2th Sivan 
last, 86 degrees, 11 minutes, 10 seconds, *5 westward of Greenwich at ‘ hours, 57 
minutes. 42 Seconds a.m., and the true moule1 was by calculation on that day at 
4 hours, 5S minutes, $2 seconds, °2 a.m. Mr. Zimmer then portrays by cabbalistical 
astronomy. how these motions are produced by flis ineffable namrs, represcotative 
of the fifteen generations of Israel's greatness, and the imperceptible dot of His 
Tetragrammaton, wherefrom the interlunary moon conceives its primitive ray of 
light, producing the moule|l ‘FYDN, dividing the expiring from the new month. 
Mr Zimmer then sketches the present communal interregnum, comparing it to the 
imperceptible dot of His ineffatle name. producing the true mouléd, which dis- 
tinguishes between the waning and new moon, thgt the reign of the late Chief 
Rabbinate represents the phase of the full moon of Judaism in this country. 
Further, if the petition of Mr. Davidson should be adopted (as he declared, that he 
will brivg it forward again), then the crescent of Judaism in this country will be- 
come gibbous again in an inverted position and wane, till it can be perceived merely 
as a fine thread of light, analogous to the waning moon, rising to the west 
of the rising sun, in conjunction with the sun, previous to her crescent becoming 
invisible entirely.

A ScHooL-CHILD KILLED,—On Saturday, Mr. Wynne E. Baxter held an inquiry 
at the London Hospital, concerning the death of Lewis Andre, aged three years and 
six months, the son of a tailor, residing at +2, Fashion Street. Spitalafields. Rachel 
André, the mother, stated that on Tuesaday afternoon the child went to the Jews’ 
Infants’ School, Commercial Street. At four o'clock, when it was time for the 
children to come home, she went to fetch him, and as she got near the school she 
saw her child,in company with another about his own age, crossing the road 
just in front of a cart coming from the direction of Whitechapel. Witness fainted, 
and when she came to she found that her child bad been run over. The deceased 
was brought to the hospital, but pronounced dead on arrival. Joseph Wilson, of 
274, Kingsland Koad, said he saw the little children crossing the road, and when 
near the centre they seemed to hesitate, and then separated and ran in different 
directions. A miller’s waggon was just passing, and in trying to avoid one the 
driver pulled his horse on to the other. The child was knocked down, and the 
wheel went over its head. Other witnesses said that the driver could not have 
avoided the accident, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental death.”

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AT ONE WITH GOD. 


It is neither good nor healthy fora man to be ceaselessly occupied in self- 
analysis. The effort after the salvation of one’s individual self must bea 
part of one's moral life, and should not stand outside of it. The sense of sin, 
it is sometimes asserted, has but a feeble hold on the Jewish conscience ; and 
it is accounted as a fundamental fault of Judaism that it slurs over man’s 
innate sinfulness. If by this is meant that our religion does not encourage 
a sanctimonious delight in whining about one’s certain delivery into the 
hands of Sin, from which escape by human effort is impossible, then we are 
willing to bear the reproach. But if the implication is that Judaism makes 
no recognition of human fallibility, that it takes no account of the need of the 
Grace of Gop in effecting a reconciliation between the actual and the ideal, 
then the charge is unjust and unfounded, It is, in one aspect at least, a 
compiete reversal of the truth. 

The fact is that the fundamental position taken up by Judaism is that 
wrong-doing can only be undone by right-doing. ‘To seeure this end, there 
must be no palliation of sin. Sin must not merely be confessed, it must be 
practically rectified. The first step in atonement, then, is the reeognition of 
sin, and the rousing of moral indignation against it. To the modern world 
with its mawkish sentimentality this assertion will seem shockingly inhuman. 
Unfortunate it is, that a doctrine which carries within it the germ of Salva- 
tion for many of the evils of life, should be discarded as wanting 
in humanity, Well might Ruskin, in one of the most vigorous passages of 
his works, solemnly declare that it is quite one of the crowning wickednes:e) 
af this age that we have starved and chilled our faculty of indignation, and 
neither desire nor dare to punish crimes justivy, This ia hig deliberate indict- 
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ment against modern civiligation, and Sir James Srernen is quite in agree- 
ment with the views of the great critic of art and men. Judaism, however, 
has never starved this faculty ; wrong-doing is the object of its manly and 
robust indignation; and the first and only preliminary to atonement is 
genuine repentance. This repentance must in the first instance be practical, 
‘.a., punishment must be undergone if the crime be one amenable to human 
justice, and restitution must be made if the offence be one in which restitution 
is possible. “ If a man” say our Rabbis, “goes down to bathe with the source 
of defilement clasped in his hand, how shall he become clean ?” Thus, then, 
practical amendment is an-essential of atonement in Judaism. How  short- 
sighted and ignorant then were they who denounced our Kol Nudre prayer 
as designed to help Jews to evade the obligations of honesty and truth ! 

Yet we have so far only dealt with one side of the Atonement. The 
Oaly in a very 
restricted sense can we describe Gop's pardon as an act of grace, which is abso- 
lutely independent of the sinner’s own efforts. When man has traly repented, 
Gon’'s forgiveness follows as a matter of course. Is Judaism then to be 
declared devoid of this lovable feature of the divine readiness to help the 


spiritual reconciliation with Gop remains to. be ellected. 


sinner, to graciously endow him with the power to repent and offer confession 
of his wrong-doing ? In a beautiful Midrash Israel is repre-

Nay more, God is represented as loreing man to repentance by the very 
trials that he brings upon them. The harder the man’s lieart, the stronger 
the need to soften it with suffering. The Mersstan will not bring men to 
repentance ; the Jewish idea is that Ile will only come when mankind has 
already and of its own initiative worked out its own amendment. To 
induce men to bring about the necessary antecedent condition is the constant 
eare of Gop. Thus the human and the divine elements in Atonement are 
closely associated ; let us but do our part, for Giov will be ready to fulfil

This part, although containing 
reveral other essavs. is chiefly devoted to a biography of the Hungarian religious 
reformer, Aron Chorin, and his portrait and autograph adorn the frontispiece. 

“Die Juden in England vom achten Jahrhundert bis zur Gegenwart ": by K. 
Ii. Schaible, Examiner to the University of London, Professor of the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich, Fellow of the College of Preceptors, etc. (Karlsruhe, 1899), 
is a succinct and impartial account of the progreas of the Jews in England from the 
earliest times, and of their present condition, As acontrast to the heaps of anti- 
Semitic literature with which Germany is from time to time invaded, it is refresh- 
ing to see this account of modern toleration held up, as it were, as a reproach and 
example to the much-vaunted civilisation of the Fatherland: the more so, as the 
author is a non-Jew, who may be regarded as an authority on his subject.

This important treatise 
of Saadiah, the first known since the close of the Talmud, will be translated into 
Hebrew by M. Fachs, who promises other interesting copies, such as the Arabic 
text of the history of the “Seven Maccabean Brothers,’ and that of the com- 
mentary of Abraham, son of Maimonides, on Genesis and Exodus. 

Herr J. Kaufmann, in Frankfort, has published the second volume of Dr, 
Griinwald’s work, “Ueber den Einfluss der Psalmen auf die Entwickelung 
Christlichen-Liturgie mit steter Bezugnahme auf die talmud-midrashisch 
Literatur.” 

Professor Kolleston has written a iife of Lessing for the “Great Writer”

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THE SYNAGOGUES. 


BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 


On the first day of the Festival the Synagogue was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, boys even sitting on the steps of the reading desk. The service was very 
impressively rendered by the Revs. I. Samuel and R. Harris, the preaching of the 
Rev. Dr. Adler being characterised by even more than bis wonted power. His 
theme was, the difficulties of life and how to meet them, based on Psalm clviii., 8. 
‘Cause me to hear thy loving kindness in the morning, for in thee do I trust : 
cause me to know the way wherein I should walk, for I lift up my soul unto thee.” 
He referred to the rocks ahead in the national and communal history, dwelling 
especially on the impending famine in Ireland, and the trials of the Jews of 
Russias, and then dwelt on the anxieties attending the career of every individual. 
He explained what was to be understood by “lifting up the soul unto God,” that 
we should strive to infuse in our daily life something of the activity, the long 
suffering, the wisdom and peace of God, so that we might rise out of our impa- 
tience, vur sloth, our conceit and fretfalness. We should ‘make the record of 
Gideon's brave three hundred our watchword on earth, “ faint yet pursuing.” Then 
‘as our days would cur stréngth be, we should be endowed with the endurance and 
the capacity worthily to discharge our daily taske, however ardrous.” The sermon 
concluded with thanksgiving for the mercies of the past year, and imploring divioe 
guidance for the future. 


BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


This synagogue has been closed for repairs daring the summer, and several 
important additions have been made on the organ. A number of new stops have been 
added, including the row /wmana and the reir celeste, The work bas been executed 
by the well known organ manufacturers, Messrs. Gray and Davison, of Euston 
Road. Toe effect of these improvements was very noticeable on the New Year, when 
the musical service was performed by Dr. Verrinder and his efficient choir with 
exquisite sweetness and precision, The service was performed by the Revs. Prof.

It is of ruby 
velvet fringed with bullion, and has the Ten Commandmeots worked in gold on 
raised tablets of white silk, the tablets being enclosed between white pillars simi- 
larly ornamented. Mantles for the Law have also been presented by the Wardens, 
Messrs. Harry Sylvester Samuel and Alfred J. Waley, and a coverfor the reading 
desk by the ex- Warden, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore. 


SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUES. 

A large congregation assembled on the first day, but a marked falling off was 
observable on the second day. The Rev. Dr. Gaster preached on the first day, his 
text being, ‘‘ And thou shalt fear thy God.” A correspondent writes that consider- 
able dissatisfaction was expressed at the protracted character of the service, which 
commenced at seven and did not terminate till 12.45,or an hour later than ths 
recognised time—a somewhat important consideration to those living at a distance.

A LSAC E 


District President Freiherr von Freyberg attended the consecration of a 
synagogue at Schlettstadt, and in his speech, which was full of brotherly senti- 
ments, he declared that in fear of God, morality and benevolence, the Jews were 
in no whit behind the followers of other creeds. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Baron de Hirsch has given 50,000 florins for the relief of sufferers by the 
recent firesat Tokay. For the benetit of the victims of recent inundations in 
Austria, Baron Albert de Rothschild has sent 30.000 florins to the Prime 
Minister. 

The Emperor, addressing on the 10th inst.,a deputation from the, Jewish 
community at Grosswardein, where le was attending the military mancuvres, 
suid : I gladly receive your homage, and heartily wish that your brethren in faith 
and your religious institutions may enjoy in peace all that prosperity and content 
ment which the protection of the law and my own unalterable favour assure to 
them. The Emperor has made good his words by refusing to receive a deputation 
from an anti-Semitic corporation in Vienna. 

The Prince of Montenegro has conferred the Danilo Order on a Croatian Jew, 
Herr W. Reiner. 

The Hungarian Minister of Justice has appointed Dr. Max Schiaehter, docent 
at the University of Buda-Pesth, to be member and Secretary of the newly 
created medico-judicial Senate. 

“* Attention! Jews to the right, Christians to the left.” Incredible though 
it may seem, the Oesterreichische Wochenschrift of Vienna declares that such 
was the word of command given lately in the office of a regiment near Tarnow 
by the Adjutant, when a number of non-commissioned officers came to him for 
orders, 

The wonder-working Rablu of Sadagora has arrived at Postyen for the 
“cure.” He is attended by a retinue of thirty persons. His visit to Postyen is 
expected to bring a large number of pilgrims to the town. At his last stopping 
place en route he was greeted by more than a thousand persons who came to 
consult han. 


BELGIUM. 


M. Camille Dreyfus, a member of the French Chamber of Deputies, lately 
fought a duel on Belgian territory with his fellow-countryman, the Marquis de 
Mores, on account of some fresh anti-Jewish utterances of the latter. For this 
breach of the law M. Dreyfus was sentenced by the Criminal Court at Ypres to 
fifteen days’ imprisonment. The King of the Belgians has commuted the sen 
tence to a fine of 3U0U francs. 

EGYPT. 


Some time ago the Sephardim Jews in Cairo lost their Chief Rabbi, Rabbi David 
Mercado. He came to Cairo from Jerusalem thirty years back to act as Dayan, 
and he succeeded to the Chief Rabbinate about five years ago. The funeral was 
attended by over 3,000 persons. The Government sent a detachment of cavalry. 

FRANCE 

M. Raphael Bischoffsheim, member of the Institute, has once more rendered 
valuable service in the furtherance of astronomical science. Hearing that, owing 
to the want of a special budget, the International Committee for the execution of 
a photozraphic map of the skies were unable to construct the indispensable ap- 
paratus for the final experiments, M. Bischoffscheim, unsolicited, sent 10,000 francs 
for this purpose to the President of the Committee. 

A new hall, the Salle Judaique, is about to be added to the section of Oriental 
Antiquities in the Museum of the Louvre. 


GERMANY. 


Town Councillor Reinhardt Herschel, of Mannbeim, in commemoration of his 
silver wedding on the 6th, presented 50,000 marks to the municipality for the 
embellishment of the town. An interesting comecidence in connection with thie 
event is that Frau Herschel’s parents celebrated their golden wedding on the same 
day. 

The Government Educational Department at Cassel has initiated criminal 
proceedings against Rector Dr. Drake, of Rodenberg, for anti-Semitic articles which 
he has published in the official Schaumburger Zeitung. 

A list compiled by the Deutsch Israelitisches Gemeindebund shows that in all 
Germany there are 118 Jewish Jurists in the public service, either as Judges, 
Magistrates, State Attorneys, or Legal Councillors, 

From the amount bequeathed by the late Empress Augusta to benevolent 
institutions in Coblentz, a grant of 500 marks has been made to the Jewish Society 
for supporting widows and orphans. | 

The Sultan of Johore is making a long stay at Frankfort, where, with his 
son and nephew, he resides at the Villa Katz, belonging to a Jewish gentleman of 
that name, who made his fortune at Singapore. His Highness is seen only in 
Jewish society, all his arrangements being managed by his hostess. 


HOLLAND, 


Of all countries in the world one would not expect to see an anti-Semitic 
paper published in Holland, Such a paper, with the name of De Talmudjood, 
ig now appearing at Meersen, in the province of Limburg. It should be 
stated that Limburg is mostly peopled by Roman Catholics, who are as bigoted 
against Protestants as against Jews. The newspaper has its origin in 
attacks on a Jewish teacher of religion, which have on repeated occasions ap 
peared in a local journal, 


MOROCCO. 


The Sultan has ordered the construction in the Mellah (Jewish quarter) at 
Mogador of six houses for poor Jews who are without means of obtaining 
lodgings. 


PALESTINE. 


Dr. I. Gregory d'Arbella, Physician to the Rothschild Hospital in Jerusalem, 
writes : | have been present at the examination of the pupils of the Evelina de 
Rothschild Girls’ School, directed by Mdile. Fortunce Behar, who has raised the 
institution to the tirst rank among girls’ schools in the Bast, Picture to your- 
self a iarge local, filled with Turkish dignitaries, representatives of the Con- 
sulates, the Chief Rabbis of the Sephardim community, doctors, French nuns, and 
German deaconesses. On the benches, in modest and neat attire, the Jewish 
children awaiting their examination in the varied subjects which form the 
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curriculum of this excellent school. The Rabbis and other Jews who took part 
in the Hebrew examination saw the realisation of their dream of hearing Jewish 
girls speak the sacred language. In Arabic the pupils have made immense 
progress, and the native examiners were delighted at finding thal the girls could 
s» well speak, recite and read the difficult language of the Koran, tn French 
the pronunciation and grammar were excellent, and the girls with facility trans 
lated selected passages from French into Hebrew and vice versd. The French 
Consul repeatedly expressed his satisfaction with this branch of the examination 
The needlework and embroidery of the gir's, too, were excellent. A special 
feature of the school is the almirabl singing, Which is taught by an American 
lady. We may supplement this description of the good work done among thie 
future Jewish women in Jerusalem by mentioning that the school, which was
